STORY OF OLD BRONTE 


LITTLE LAKE PORT NEAR HAM~< 
ILTON A QUAINT TOWN. 


Fishing and Fruit Growing Commum 
ity Suffered Severely From 
- Storms During Its Tdéfe Time 
Which Goes Back Almost a Cen. 
tury—It Is Named After Admira) 
Horatio Nelson, 


On the northwesterly shore of Lake 
Ontario, between the bustling cities 
of Toronto and Hamilton, but well 
away from either, stands the little 
old village of Bronte. It boasts itself 
to be the best harbor on that part of 
the coast, for nature has parttally 
protected it from the:fury of the’ 
spring tempests by a long point jut- 
ting into the lake a mile or so to 
the eastward and by a nearer saLu- 
bar, and man has done his best to 
improve thé haven by defending it 
with two long lines of wharf, or 
breakwater, by frequent dredging of 
its river’s mouth, and by erecting on 
the eastern pier a sturdy little light- 
house to make unmistakable the way 
for incoming craft. 

Its irregular lines of buildings’ are 
ehiefly of the frame’’-¥ariety; and 
the most imposing erection on its 
short, one-sided main street is not a 
grey old church, but a-grist mill. 


This, however, is of quite respecta»le.. 


antiquity. for our new country, for 
hi, on its tall chimney is the date, 
1858. As to its early history—it wis 
not till 1820 thet the site of the ‘il- 
lage was opened to the settlement of 
white men, and that the Mississauga 
Indians relinquished their exclusive 
right of fishing in the Twelve Mile 
Creek... 

Within an old man’s memory, 
Bronte has suffered mercilessly from 
the moods of the lake. In a plan of 
the town bearing date 1834 there is 
traced a thoroughfare «.illed by the 
ominous name ,of Ontario street, for 
the lake has claimed its own, and 
Ontario street '~ now engulfed in its 
restless waters. Once, it is told, the 
main road between Toronto and Ham- 
flton lay as far out from the present 
shore as is the harbor light, and 
when at eveaing (as often chances) 
one hears a re‘tling on the shingle 
and sees the ola ‘“‘stage’”’. which con- 
veys passengers between the village 
and the station come lumbering down 
the beach and plunge into tue dusky 
or moonlit water, it takes but a lit- 
tle imagination to see in it a phan- 
tom chariot, impelled by some ‘mys- 
terious doom to travel again the an- 
cient. route, where only boats can 
journey now. Almost one perceives a 
load of ghastly passengers, but in a 
second one’s fancy is pulled up short 
by the vehicle turning Inndward. ‘t 
is told also how the remorseless 
surges cut and carved away the too- 
yielding cliffe till.the shady cemetery, 
once well inland. looked down direct~ 
ly on the waves, which, still unsatis- 
fied, threatened to disturb the rest 
of the slecpers beneath the turf. But 
there a guarding pier has checked 
their rage, and beauty and peace still 
reign tog>xther in that green “God's 
acre.”’ - 

Some of. these tales of the wild 
lake’s doings sound like legends, but 
it is still at the same ol< work. Yor 
its last winter’s meal it sliced off 
here and there ten or fifteen feet of 
shore, and, as I write, I hear the 
surf growling along bare ledges of 
rock that a year ago were covered 
comfortably with ten feet of earth. 


Never, indeed, is this inland sea more . 


beautiful than when itis ina fury of 
swelling waves and tossing spray and 
when its waters, colored with the red- 
dish earth it has ground to powder, 
take on from the far-distant, smil- 
ing sky othe strange: hues of blue 
anil green. 

In addition, as hinted already, 
Bronte draws from the lake a har- 
vest worth about twenty thousand 
dollars annually. In sammer the 
boats come in several times a week 
laden with whitefish, big salmon 
trout or glittering herrings (delicious 
eith: fresh or smoked — as some 
Bronte folk have the art of smoking 
them). In winter many men. employ- 
ed during the summer on the Toronto 
ferryboat or lake steamers come 
hon: to fish. Three men go out on 
each of the sailing boats, and two on 
the gasoline launches. Usually they 
work on a system of ‘“‘hand shares,’”’ 
the. boat (or its owner) taking half 
the catch, and the remaining half be- 
ing divided in equal shares between 
the two or three “hands.” 

Bronte is the home of several lake 
captains, but has lost some of its 
former importance as a port. It was 
a busy place, ‘earing its present ap- 
pellation before the time when Char- 
lotte Bronte’s “‘Jane Eyre” made her 
famous, and it is a mistake to think 
that it was called after her. The 
name was reully given in honoy of the 
Duke of Bronte, more familiar to our 
thoughts as Horatio Nelson, 

Bronte has its romantic legends of 
smugglers, who used to land their 
eontraband cargoes under cover of 
night, while two men on horseback 
watched, east and west, on the Lake 
Shore road to give instant notice of 
the approach of the-revenue officers. 
In legitimate trade it shipped annual-| 
ly thousands of bushels of wheat. 
This was stored temporarily in a line 
of warehouses clong the river’s bank, 
and sometimes, after harvest, a pro-! 
cession of wagons half a mile long! 
was to be seen reaching from the 
wharves to the point where the Ra- 
dial Electric line. now crosses, the 
road. Curing the Crimean War prices 
soared to heights previously 
dreamed of, but the great 
of the farmers was short-lived, 
the return of peace trought 
the abnormal prices and, soon 
wards, the “ ge” made sad 
of the wheat crops.—Emily P. Wea 
er in Toronte Globe.

Empress Victims 
Were Not Drowned 


Quebee, June 3.—More than nine- 
tenihs of the victims of the Empress’ of 
Ircland disaster, whose bodies have been 


‘| recovered, were not drowned; they were 


killed-in- most cases instantly: or subse- 
quently by falling wreckage and. debris. 
This statement, made on Monday by the 
otficials‘at (he mortuary pier following in- 
vestigation by the embalmers and under- 
takers, accounts for the large. number of 
the dead bodies which survivors have re- 
peatedly maintained were faetite in the 
water all about. them, 

‘<There is no doubt that aadely all 

were killed by» injuries received before 
they were cast. into the water at all,’’ 
said Norman A. Craig, “of .Toronto, in 
contirming the announcement. Mr.Craig 
was summoned hereto assist in the em- 
-balming. 
- While no officiat shieuene has yet 
‘been issued from the C.P.R., marine 
inén here say that there is nodoubt that 
efforts will be made 10 raise the founder- 
ed Empress. She is lying at the bottom 
on her side in 180 fret of water at. full 
tide. Her injurics ‘are very extensive, 
according to the statement of those of her 
crew who manned the boat immediately 
lowered after the collision to ascertain 
the damage done. Several wrecking cor- 
porations haye already tendered for the 
work of raising the bier, 

In addition to an unusnally valuable 
salyage, the Empress-carried a quantity 
of silver, consigned from €obalt to Lon- 
don. She also carried a very Jarge. and 
yaluable burden of mail. 

On two bodies recovered gold and se- 
curities to the amount of $23,000 were 
found.
